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THE SOURCE EVALUATIONS IN THIS REPORT ARE DEFINITIVE. 
THE APPRAISAL OP CONTENT IS TENTATIVE. 
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1. Students of the Military Technical Academy in Brno are recruited by competitive 
examination from among recent high-school graduates upon their graduation 

( V maturity" ) . The competitive examination takes place a few days after the results 
of the "maturity” are known. Visits of military officers in schools are permitted 
so that students may form an idea as to the career they may expect if they decide 
for this Academy, for which a very active propaganda' is being made. A little oyer 
100 candidates presented themselves for the examination at the end of June 1954, 
of whom 100 were declared admitted. 

2. Those admitted start by spending two years at the military school at Lipnik nad 
Becvou (N 49-32, E 17-36), where they pursue an intensive but nohspecialized 
course of military and political training and where they leave with the rank of 
second or first lieutenant, depending on their grade. 

3. Only after leaving Lipnik are the students assigned to the Military Technical 
Academy in Brno, where the course of studies lasts five years and where they 
leave with the title of military engineer. Thereafter':;, they have to serve three 
years in the Army. After that time, they are turned over to civilian life. 

4. Discipline at the Academy is extremely strict. Students get leave to see their . 
families only once a year. Courses of political indoctrination are especially 
stressed at the Academy. 


5* The military engineers are the intermediaries between the army and the factories 
that work for national defense. 


I comment : It has previously been assumed that theK|.cademy in Brno trained* 


spe c l a±i zed army officers such as engineer and signal officers to serve with combat 
troops. The information in this report indicates that this, is not the case and 
that the Academy is rather a training center for engineers totally devoted to the 
regime and destined to form the cadres of the new socialist economy. 
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
